“Meditate upon these things; 
thyself wholly to them; that thy 
profiting may appear to all.” 1 Tim. 
4:15. “Ponder the path of thy feet, and 
let all thy ways be established.” Prov. 
4:26. “But his delight is in the law of 
the Lord; and in his law doth he medi- 
tate day and night.” Psa, 1:2. “Study 
to shew thyself approved unto God, 
a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” 2 Tim. 2:15. 

In rcading the above quotation we 
can readily see “meditation” carries 
the, thought of deep thinking, ponder- 
ing, considering, revolving, weighing 
matters, methods, plans, purposes, etc. 
So we see that God has commanded 
us to meditate, ponder, etc., the pur- 
pose of which is that all of our ways 
may be ordered aright. Prov. 4:26.This 
is rendered in the margin. 

THE BENEFIT OF MEDITATION 

Meditation enables us to make the

truth of God a part of our own system | 


of thought. We never profit but little 
from knowledge until it becomes a 
part of our thought-life. We profit by 
a truth and by all of the truth when 
we are able to call it up to view at 
pleasure and are able to connect or 
arrange the parts so as to easily under- 
stand the whole. The minister who 
cannot arrange the different parts of 
the Word so as to make the whole 
understandable cannot make others 
see that he is profiting from only a 
part. We as ministers must be able to 
make the proper connection and show 
the dependence of one truth upon an- 
other. We must be able to show the 
evidence by which each is supported; 
each scriptural reference must be in 
its proper place, and God would have 
us judge the whole with correctness 
and with ease, for the minister who 
manifests confusion and shows. un- 
easiness in his preaching will never be 
a soul winner, neither can he please 
God. And this should be the manner 
in which every discourse is treated. 
He will only gain this knowledge 
and be able to make such arrange- 
ments, make such connections, and 
show the dependence of truth upon 
other truth BY MEDITATION. What- 
ever information or knowledge a min- 
ister may gain it is never of much 
benefit or use to him until it becomes 
his very own. The child who wrestles 
with a problem and gets its mother, 
father, or some other person to work 
it out for him is never profited by 
that exampie being worked out until 
that knowledge becomes that child’s 
own. Then when it is able to solve its 
own problem it jumps up and with 
boldness and glee says, I GOT IT, I 
UNDERSTAND IT. My dear minister, 
you may say that you are going to 
read a certain book thru and feel that 
you will profit greatly by your effort, 
but you will gain as much real under- 
standing of that truth as you would 
gain of the U. S. A. by flying from 
Washington to San Francisco. You 
might be able to tell people that you 
passed over. You say you know that 
there are certain cities because you 
passed over them, but should some one 
ask you to tell them about the lay of 
some city, the resources, what pros- 
pects it held for those who were 10ok- 
ing for safe investments, ete., you 
would have to say, Well, I can’t tell 
much about that as I only flew over 
one time. Oh may God help you as you 
read this to purpose in your heart that 
you will not run over the Word of God 
lightly. I want to make bold to say 
just here that there is only one way 
that you will be able to explain the 
blessings and benefits of the gospel 
and that is by meditation, deep think- 
ing, turning truths over and over in 
your mind. Give yourself wholly to 
your scripture until it becomes a di- 
rectory of your opinions and conduct. 
Every one knows there is a vast dif- 
ference in a thing merely passing thru 
one’s mind, and feeling the weight of 
it in their innermost life. You can re- 
member the time when truth barely 
did sweep the surface of your mind. 
Then at other times, how powerfully it 
effected your heart. The same way 
with other happenings. And when you 
begin to look back for the cause you 
will soon decide it was that and that 
only which we feel that moved us to 
action good or bad. That which mere- 
ly swept the surface of our minds did 
not move us at all. The music must be 
relished, the dancers must feel it be- 
fore the dancing starts. The mourning 
must be felt before we all unite in 
lamentation. Oh may God let these 
few lines be freighted with His power 





until you feel your need as a minister. 

Most all ministers believe loosely in 
the gospel and its mission (so do most 
professing Christians believe in 
Christ), but while they thus believe 
so many live and feel and act as if 
there are other things of more im- 


portance. They seem to have caught 
the spirit of the one who said, At some 
more convenient day. Many and most 
all people of Christian nations believe 
in the existence of God and His gov- 
ernment, but act as if there were no 
God or as if He had no right to gov- 
ern. Many ministers know that there 
is a God and they know that He has a 
Church. They know that His Church 
has bishops, deacons, evangelist and 
teachers. They know that His Church 
has those who are to rule. They know 
that His Church has government. They 
know that without bishops, teachers, 
rulers, and government they cannot 
have a scriptural church, and yet they 
live and act as if there were no gov- 
ernment, no rulers. Tney would abso- 
lutely and flatly refuse to recognize 
or respect any part of the scriptures 
and any body of people only in a loose 
way. They believe in a loose church 
or they believe generally and loosely 
in church of some kind or any kind, 
and they live and act in a way that 
their actions plainly tell us that they 
are a loose and almost lost bunch. You 
know that as long as you keep the 
nuts tight on your car they will not 
lose off, but when you hear a rattling 
noise it is time to look about your 
machine. And when you see one of the 
loose ministers, loose about holiness, 
loose on government, loose on obedi- 
ence, oh just a good loose kind that 
every one can turn, you may know 
that he has let part of the scriptures 
pass thru the surface of his mind and 
when one preaches a red hot, old time, 
Holy Ghost sermon on sanctification 
or any other concrete Bible subject he 
says, I don’t believe we ought to make 
it so straight that the folks can’t live 
it. Brother, sister, if you will meditate 
on the Word of God as you should, you 
will lay it down as it is without any 
apology, neither will you seek any ap- 
plause. It is God’s Word and it is de- 
mon tight, heaven high, and devil 
strong. There is no looseness about it 
and every scripture is dependent on 
the other for its support. If we allow 
ourselves to look at the power or au- 
thority of the Church in a loose way, 
why not let us look at the rapture in 
a loose way? Why not look at the 
resurrection in a loose way? Why not 
treat drunkenness in a loose way? 
Why not look upon smoking, cursing, 
lying, and every other devilish indulg- 
ence in a loose way? The reason you 
bear down on some of these things is 
because you have meditated on the 
Word that exposes the evil therein. 
You have become powerfully moved as 
the power and influence of the Word 
went down into the deepest of your 
thought-life, stirring you to move, live. 
act, and speak out against those evils. 

It is while the minister is in a spirit 
of meditation that the importance 
height, breadth, and depth of the Word 
comes to him. It is in meditation that 
the importance of doctrine and _ the 
methods and motives are presented to 
him. It is when scripture is often deep- 
ly pondered and revolved in the 
thought-life that it comes home to the 
soul, it-is then that it effects the heart, 
it is then that we begin to fear or 
hope, to mourn and rejoice, to desire 
and to loathe, to seek and to shun, to 
respect and obey. Then after he has 
had a clear conception of the blessed- 
ness of obeying the truth and the fear- 
fulness of disobedience of the’ truth 
that he will fill the pulpit and preach 
with feeling that which he feels. Then 
it is that others will begin to medi- 
tate and talk of his preaching and the 
scriptures that he has quoted. Then it 
is that his ministry will be effective. 
God pity the minister who becomes 
satisfied with shallow surface thinking 
for he will have a shallow surface talk- 
ing, shallow surface conduct, and shal- 
low surface results will follow his en- 
deavors.

judgment unless he can give some time 
to it every day. The habit of medita- 
tion will gain strength and will ac- 
quire the control of his conduct. The 
influence of habit seems to be in- 
wrought. The drunkard is able to re- 
sist all motives and stiek to the drink 
bottle because of the force of habit, 
the idler to his sloth, the swearer to 
his profaneness, the thief to his steal- 
ing, and all other sinners to their re- 
spective iniquities. So does the devout 
Christian overcome the most powerful 
temptation, constantly advancing in 
the Christian warfare, for as he or she 
works, suffers, or serves, they keep 
their minds stayed on the Lord. Their 
delight is in the law of the Lord and 
therein do they meditate day and 
night. He or she is like a tree that is 
planted by the river, their leaf doth 
not wither and they bring forth their 
fruit in their season. The Word of God 
being quick and powerful will produce 
such feelings that one can hardly be 
have. It seems that I will have to rise 
and run over the church building as I 
sit here and write. I am now at Tar- 
pon Springs sitting where the choir 
will sit in about three hours. The habit 
of meditating on the goodness of the 
Lord will cause one to talk of the good- 
ness of the Lord. The habit of meditat- 
ing on the faults of others will cause 
one to talk of the faults of others. The 
habit of singing at home will cause one 
to want to sing when they go to 
church. So the habit of meditating 
with the ministers, it will gain such 
control over his thought-life until 
when ugly and base thoughts try to 
enter, better thoughts will chase them 
away. You let a minister sit around 
and think on blue things and view his 
congregation in a criticizing and pessi- 
mistic way in his meditation and he 
will unload on that congregation. On 
the other hand, let him look on the 
bright side, let him think and ponder 
his work as that of a worker with God, 
and that God will supply all his needs 
according to God’s riches, let him live 
in the sunshine in his meditation and 
he will find that it will drive darkness 
out of his conduct. Let him think on 
his ways as a pastor or an evangelist 
and see that he is to be an example in 
word and in deed, in conversation, in 
charity, in faith, in humility, in suf- 
fering, and in serving. Let him think, 
If I prove faithful, what a reward I 
will get at the end of the way, pos- 
sibly five or ten cities to rule over, a 
crown of life, name immortalized with 
those of Abraham, Issac, Jacob, 
Joseph, Moses, Elijah, Samuel, Daniel, 
Peter, James, John, Paul, and millions 
more that I cannot call just now but 
will see when my course is finished. 





This ought to drive out of every min- 
ister every slothful, doubting, fault 
finding, pessimistic spirit, and_ it 
should drive every true blue, God fear- 
ing, soul loving minister to his task 
until the Lord says, Enough, come up 
higher. Oh, dear minister, give thy- 
self wholly to meditation and ministry

(Continued from age one) 
duct? What we most need is men and 
women who are more concerned about 
getting buck to God than about better- 
ing business conditions. It is time for 
the Christian people to awake. We 
know the supreme need of the people.

of Ephraim better than the vintage of 
Abiezer?” Judges 8:2. 

A singular battle took place between 
the forces of Israel and the Midianites. 
Gideon was chosen of God to lead the 
Israelites in battle and by divine di- 
rection his army was reduced from 
thirty-two thousand to three hundred, 
lest they should ascribe the victory to 
their own strength rather than to God. 
In selecting his troops Gideon was or- 
dered to muster out all that were “fear- 
ful and afraid,” also those who were 
indifferent. The three hundred remain- 
ing troops were to meet the Midianites 
in the valley, compared to grasshop- 
pers as to number. Each tested soldier 
was provided with a lamp, a pitcher, 
and a trumpet. The vast army of the 
Midianites were sleeping in the dead 
of night when they were fearfully sur- 
prised. At a given signal three hun- 
dred pitchers were broken, three hun- 
dred lamps flashed forth a glaring 
light, three hundred trumpets sound- 
ed forth terrific blasts, and three hun- 
dred voices echoed thru the valley as 
they shouted, “The sword of the Lord 
and Gideon.” The Midianites sprang 
from their sleep bewildered and terri- 
fied by the dreadful surprise “and the 
Lord set every man’s sword against 
his fellow.” Gideon then sent mes- 
sengers to the men of Ephraim who 
Mhastened to the fray and captured two 
princes of the Midianites, “Oreb and 
Zeeb.” 

When the battle was over the men 
of Ephraim were angry with Gideon 
because they were not called at the be 
ginning, and demanded of him why he 
had thus served them. Gideon could 
have reminded them that they had 
been mustered out because they were 
“fearful and afraid.” He might have 
told them that they were cowards, 
brave enough to chase a flying foe, 
but replied, “What have I done now 
in comparison of you? Is not the glean- 
ing of the grapes of Ephraim better 
than the vintage of Abiezer? God hath 
delivered into your hands the princes 
of Midian, Oreb and Zeeb: and what 
was I able to do in comparison of you? 
Then their anger was abated toward 
him, when he had said that.” Altho’ 
Gideon had led the army that put to 
flight the Midianites, nevertheless he 
did not overlook what others had done 
and highly praised those who could do 
no more than pursue a frightened 
army and capture two of its leaders. 
He told them they had done more than 
he had been able to do and thus he 
appeased their jealous anger. “A soft 
answer turneth away wrath.” 

The manner in whien Gideon dealt 
with the men of Ephraim teaches a 
practical lesson that may correctly be 
applied in our day. Surely this is the 
gleaning time, when even the weakest

It was “evening” 
when the “Lord of the vineyard” had 
the laborers called and recompenced 
equally. We are living in the evening 
of time when the “Lord of the har- 
vest” is about to call His laborers to 
their eternal rewards. What we do 
must be done quickly, so let us work 
with all our might, that we may at 
least have some gleanings for the Mas- 
ter. Every one who prays conviction 
on some poor sinner or in any way 
helps to bring the lost to Christ will 
receive reward. We should recognize 
the least that is being done to finish 
up the harvest and never criticize our 
fellowlaborer. We must forget our 
brother’s weakness and honor any and 
all the good he may do.
